American people to have polygamy up-

thdy. do! not trample onthe laws of the. 
leail or ineult by their vile practices the 
majesty, of the republic. By the wise 
and: judicious, but firm and definite 

_courke of the government towards the 
Mormon people, we confidently believe 
that~the cry of persecution, so often. 
reised by evildoers, when justice is on. 
theic -track; if not hushed, will, in their 
case be rendered ridiculous and with- 
oat effect. But we are persuaded that 
it forever settled on-this conti- 
nest, that crime can never more hope to 
bide’ itself unter the garb of religion. 
The practical workings of the doctrine 
of the shedding of human blood for the 
remission of sins, and of cutting off of- 
fenders because of their dissent from the 
will of the priesthood, and of system ti- 
cal prostitution, and of priestly terror- 
ism, exacting the means of the people, 
crashing and burdening them, even to 
support the Mormon hierarchy, will no 
longer be tolerated. We believe that 
ne system of Thugism or organized as- 
sassination, even though covered with 
the. sanctity of religion, will ever more 
be tolerated in the land we call our 
country. The crushing tyrany of the 
past. that rendered Utah at one time a 
vast camp of bandits. will be restrained 
or destroyed, its power for evil anibila- 


ted. To give voluntarily and freely 
what they please of {beir means, even to 


pamper and keepin iuxury and splen- 


dor those who pompously assume to be 


of the holy order of the priesthood. 
will be the conceded privilege of the 
people, but a wise paternal government 
will see to it that its unfortunate chil- 
drén be not intimidated and coerced into 
giving, and made the groveling and 
toting stares of grasping and insatiable 
sanctity, and that they be protec:ed in 
thé [mblest ownership, and disposal of 
thé frnits of theirexertions. The people 
wijl, be no longer kept in-ignorance of 
thé spirit, In-titutions and prestige of the 
country of their adoption, the exalted 
privileges and the grand franchises she 
extends to the humblest. As American 
citizens, their wrongs will find voice, 
and swelliato thunder peals of protest 
against whatever would attempt to crush 
their rising manhood, and if menaced 
_ by thejr spiritual leaders the old flag 
would gleam before them as the ensign 
and pledge of liberty, and tbe power of 
the government if necessary be exerted 
to guard their rights, and to avenge 
their wrongs. It will be found that the 
poorest inbabitant of Utah, the most 
ignorant of the children of the foreigners 
bas rights, as sacred in the estimation of 
Amegican law, as those of the Elders, 
Bishops and prophets. WFrom the injus- 
tice of their oppressors, the feeblest will 
be ableto-eppeal to the justice of the 
thé light of the past for, 
ber guide, with the memory of ber mar- 
tyred "heroes for ber jospiration, and 
with power and holier put poses than 
every before roused-and fired her mighty 
beatt, the government will cover with 
the burnished shield of her protection, 
the teeming millions of her children, 
and under the guise of areligiop, no 
grinding exactions, no demoralizing 
practices will ever more be sanctioned 
and upheld. In the new order of things | 
sbout to be inaugurated, in Utah, we 
see inevitable losses and disasters clos. 
ing darkly round the few, but benedic- 
tions’ concentrating on the many: We 
see waning power ol the priesthood, 
a lessening of the stream of wealth flow- 
ing into the tithing house—the grasp of 
the fron hands torn from the throat of 
the people, the bandwritiog on the walls 
of that heathen temple, the endowment 
house.
